CITY council chiefs say they expect 
to finally get some of the £6 million 
invested in failed Icelandic banks 
back by June - despite fears they 
would be forced to write-off 90 per 
cent of the cash. 

The council had a total of £6m invested with 
two Icelandic banks - £4m in Heritable Bank 
and £2m in Glitnir Bank. 

Glitnir was taken over by the Icelandic gov¬ 
ernment and Heritable, which is Icelandic 
owned but UK domiciled, went into receiver¬ 
ship last year. 

In both cases the money has been frozen, 
blowing a gaping hole in city funds. The coun¬ 
cil had hoped to benefit from healthy interest 
payments throughout the year, but now finds 
itself with a shortfall of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

And despite positive signs earlier this year, 
Arlingclose, a financial consultancy which 
advises more than 50 councils, has now 
claimed local authorities could face losing 90 
per cent of their investments. 

The firm based its gloomy prediction on cur¬ 
rent financial trading figures which indicate 
that Icelandic banks’ share values are so low 
the money is simply not available to pay back. 

Yet a Government report, which came out 
last Friday, still gave a positive indication that 
local authorities would recoup the majority of 
their cash. 

And Canterbury council is remaining bullish

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Homeowners 
object to pub 
calling for time

PLANS for a Wincheap pub 
to extend opening times 
have proved controversial 
with nearby homeowners. 

Most of the objectors are unhappy 
as they say the Punch Tavems- 
owned Imperial Hotel is in a 
completely residential area with 
young families and sheltered hous¬ 
ing for old age pensioners. 

Almost 20 residents have written 
voicing their objections, predomi¬ 
nantly on the grounds of noise dis¬ 
turbance and fears of drunken crime 
when patrons leave the premises. 

The pub, on Martyrs’ Field Road, 
has applied to extend opening and 
drinking times by an hour each 
night. If successful the application 
would also extend dancing and 
music for an extra hour. 

This would mean the pub would 
stay open until 1.30am on 
Saturdays, serving drinks until lam. 

The landlords also wish to extend 
opening hours by an hour in the morn¬ 
ing on some public holidays including 
the Easter Bank Holiday weekend. 

Unnecessary 

James Sampson, of Guildford 
Road, said: ‘We are clearly able to 
hear the music played at the pub 
from our bedroom and there are 
plenty of houses closer than us which 
will be more affected. 

“The thought of going to work over 
the weekend having only had a few 
hours sleep due to music being 
played until lam is unacceptable.” 

Many of those who oppose the 
plans also say the increased opening 
times are unnecessary as those who 
wish to drink late and dance can do 
so in the city centre. 

Jamie and Sally MacLean, of 
Heaton Road, said: “Such opening 
hours will directly affect us as it will

increase noise pollution and anti¬ 
social behaviour, therefore creating 
public nuisance and potentially 
increasing levels of crime and disor¬ 
der in the area. 

‘We feel that having chosen to live 
in a quiet area such as this, it would 
be wrong for The Imperial to spoil 
the neighbourhood. 

“Should people wish to drink, 
dance and listen to music until late, 
then Canterbury city centre is 
approximately a ten-minute walk 
away and provides a host of venues 
specifically for this purpose.” 

The licensees say they ensure 
customers do not linger at closing 
time and they close all windows and 
doors at 8pm, regularly checking 
noise levels outside the building. 

The licensees also claim the struc¬ 
ture and fabric of the building keeps 
the noise levels low.

'We remain sure we 
will get most back'

about getting the money back. 

Cllr John Gilbey, the council leader, 
told Yourcanterbury: ‘We remain sure 
that we will get the £4m back, and a 
substantial portion of the £2m. 

“Along with the county council we 
are a preferred debtor which means 
we will be first in line when anything 
is paid back.” 

But Canterbury and other Kent 
councils with assets still frozen in 
Iceland will face costs in terms of lost 
interest - thought to be about 
£400,000 for the district - and legal 
bills as lawyers are employed to get 
the money back. 

To minimise the legal fees, several 
councils have grouped together to 
mount a single legal challenge, spear¬ 
headed by KCC. 

The county council had £50m worth 
of investments with Icelandic banks; 
three investments totalling £15m 
with Glitnir, four investments with 
Landsbanki totalling £17m and six 
totalling £18.35m with the Heritable 
Bank. 

Cllr Gilbey said: “There certainly 
will be some costs, but we got togeth¬ 
er quickly with KCC and the other 
councils so we are only paying one 
group of lawyers. There will be some 
cost to Canterbury, but it will be 
worth it to get the money back.” 

And Mr Gilbey said according to the 
Government, the councils may even get 
the first payments back this summer. 

College sweating over 
funds to finish build 

BOSSES at Canterbury College are 
nervously awaiting a Government 
decision over funding for the next 
phase of their multi-million pound 
redevelopment programme. 

The college has already spent £50 
million on the first two phases of a 
huge modernisation programme. 

But the third and final phase of the 
project, also expected to cost in the 
region of £50m, has been put on hold, 
along with major redevelopments at 
several other Kent colleges. 

Our sister paper, Kent on Sunday, 
exclusively revealed this weekend 
that the Government funding for a 
nationwide redevelopment of more 
than 100 UK colleges was over 
stretched. 

The Learning and Skills Council, 
the body responsible for overseeing 
the project, has now been ordered to 
prioritise the most deserving projects. 

Canterbury College says it remains 
positive the campus will not lose out 
on the cash.

Council tax to 
rise as a result

GET ready to pay a high price for 
the new Marlowe Theatre as council 
chiefs prepare to implement maxi¬ 
mum council tax hikes for the next 
few years. 

As the curtain fell on the existing building on 
Sunday, in front of a sell-out crowd and a host 
of famous faces, the financial impact of giving 
the ambitious £25.6 million rebuild the green 
light at Thursday night’s crunch council vote 
began to hit home. The council has already 
admitted the massive bill attached to the new 
theatre will impact on other capital projects, 
and possibly services, in future years. 

During the debate over the theatre’s future, 
executive member for finance Jim MacDonald 
pulled no punches when spelling out the budg¬ 
et implications for the Canterbury district. 

He said: “If this [council tax rise] does not go 
ahead, and we increase council tax by 3.3 per 
cent for example, then in addition to the £1.8m 
shortfall by 2013, we will face an extra 
£500,000 deficit. This could mean that other 
capital projects will not go ahead.” 


And statements last month indicated central 
government would not hesitate to cap council 
tax increases deemed to be excessive; with five 
per cent seen as pushing that to the limit. 

But theatre bosses point out the new 
Marlowe is predicted to boost the district’s 
economy by £22m a year, a welcome windfall 
for businesses, and will also be cheaper to run - 
requiring half the subsidy of the old Marlowe. 

So great is the expected effect that several 
members suggested that had the new theatre 
not been approved, Canterbury’s businesses 
would suffer as the reputation of the city as a 
cultural centre plummeted. 

Cllr Michael Dixey said: “Canterbury relies 


on tourism. If Canterbury was a brand it would 
be worth billions. If this new theatre does not go 
ahead it would damage that brand terribly.” 

But it is council finances that will come under 
scrutiny as the true Marlowe effect becomes 
apparent. The council’s asset disposal plan, 
intended to bring in £llm to help pay for the 
ambitious capital building programme, is now 
predicted to make about half of the expected 
total - just £5.8m. This could mean extra land 
and property is added to the council’s secret 
sales list, as bosses try to make up the shortfall. 

But council leader John Gilbey said the coun¬ 
cil can afford the project, and the new Marlowe 
could lead the district out of the recession. 


Grab yourself a 
piece of history 

SIGNED photos, posters, signs, seats 
and furniture are up for grabs as the 
Marlowe Theatre stages a massive 
farewell sale on Saturday. 

Everything from glitter balls to parts 
of the stage itself will be on sale, with 
staff insisting everything must go. 

The building has to be emptied before 
work on the development can start in 
May. 

Staff will take some items with them 
when they move to the Visitor 
Information Centre during the closure 
and other things have been put into stor¬ 
age. 

The sale will start at 11am on the the¬ 
atre forecourt, or, if it is raining, in the 
cafe bar. 

Sale-goers will also be able to buy a 
piece of Marlowe Theatre history in the 
form of a small section of the stage 
encased in a clear resin box.

Stars come out to 
bid final farewell in 
four-hour gala show 


THE giant tent to be used to host 
this year’s pantomime is set to 
swing into action in London next 
month, when it hosts a run of Peter 
Pan in Kensington Gardens. 

The shows are due to run from 
the end of May to the end of August, 
before the heated, state-of-the-art 
circus-style big top is packed up and 
is moved down to Canterbury’s 
Kingsmead coach park. 

There it will host the Marlowe’s 
version of Peter Pan, running from 
November through to January. 

Thousands 

The set-up of the theatre in 
London will see performances 
staged ‘in the round’, although it is 
not clear if the panto will be staged 
in a similiar way within the 1,000- 
seater venue. 

Tickets are already on sale for the 
Canterbury version and thousands 
have already been snapped up. 

Cast details have yet to be 
confirmed, although Dave Lee will 
be returning - along with his 
famous bench. 

The show will be produced, once 
again, by Evolution Productions, 
and the popular husband and wife 
team of Paul Hendy and Emily 
Wood. 


CONFUSION reigned over the 
absence of EastEnder’s star Barbara 
Windsor during Sunday’s gala send- 
off. 

Billed to appear in the programme, 
she was the only one not to make an 
appearance, with the audience given 
no information as to why she was 
not there. 

Show organisers Paul Hendy said 
her management had contacted 
them several days before the show to 
say she was unwell and would not be 
performing. However, when we con¬ 
tacted her management they said 
she had a ‘prior engagement’. 

Regardless, her absence failed to 
dampen the enthusiasm of the 
crowd who had snapped up all the 
tickets for A Night of a Thousand 
Stars, within hours of the tickets 
going on sale. 

Among those performing were 
comic Brian Conley, Dave Lee, 
Oscar-nominated Ron Moody - 
reprising his famous role as Fagin 
for perhaps the final time, ex-Blue 
Peter star Peter Duncan and former

THE creator of innovative recy¬ 
cling website SnaffleUp is looking 
for a PR savvy partner to help 
increase the number of users. 

SnaffleUp allows visitors to post up their 
unwanted items to see if anyone else can 
make use of them, but Heme Bay business¬ 
man Chris Toynbee, who started the site in 
August last year, says he may be forced to shut 
the site down unless he can increase the num¬ 
ber of users. 

SnaffleUp has built up a user base of more 
than 5,000 people, but Mr Toynbee says he 
has yet to reach the “critical mass” required to 
keep it viable. He hopes a PR boost will get 
more people logging on and allow SnaffleUp 
to become self supporting. 

Mr Toynbee said: “There is definitely scope 
there to make money. It just needs to get that 
critical mass of users. 

“Once the number of users goes up then 
there will be money to be made from advertis¬ 
ing revenue and a few other sources, but it’s 
just getting that number of users. 

“It’s just been difficult getting the word out 
there. You need a budget and marketing 
expertise and I just don’t have that at the 
moment. 

“I’m looking for someone to take on a sort of 
shareholder type role as a partner, with some 
background in PR and marketing who knows 
how to spread the word.” 

Mr Toynbee says the economic downturn 
might even benefit sites like his own. 

He said: “In theory, during the economic 
downturn this kind of site should do well as 
more people will be looking for free items.” 

The things that get added to the site daily 
are many and varied with everything from 
lobster pots to lampshades being given away.

Body on beach was missing man 


THE body of a Sheemess man who had been 
missing for a week was discovered washed 
up on the beach at Tankerton last Friday.

Designs behind the 
new-look Marlowe 

KEITH WILLIAMS is the architect given the 
task of defining Canterbury’s skyline with the 
new Marlowe Theatre. 

In a special interview conducted last year, 
reporter Nick Ames met Mr Williams to mn 
through the plans and his reasoning behind his 
ambitious designs.

QUESTION & ANSWER 





What is the key to having a long-running successful fam¬ 
ily business? 

A Good old fashioned customer service, repu¬ 
tation, and of course we wouldn’t be any¬ 
where without our wonderful staff. Many peo¬ 
ple remember Rook’s as part of their child¬ 
hood. When I was young and before I married 
into the family, Rook’s in Ramsgate was the 
only butchers my grandmother and mother 
would bother with. People have warm and 
fond memories from childhood and I think 
Rook’s is maybe one of them. People trust us to 
feed their children. Many of our members of 
staff have also been with us for many years 
and our customers trust them and like to see 
the same old friendly face when they visit one 
of our stores. We are also trusted for our qual¬ 
ity. All the meat we sell has passports and we 
can tell at any given time what farm or suppli¬ 
er your Sunday joint has come from. We also 
believe that we supply really good value for 
money without compromising on quality. 

Q Celebrity chefs including Hugh Feamley-Whittingstall 
and Jamie Oliver have appeared on television encourag¬ 
ing viewers to eat British meat and free range poultry. Has J 
C Rook and Sons noticed a change in trade since the shows? 

A We are eternally grateful to all of those 
celebrity chefs that highlight the need for 
British consumers to support British farmers 
and British businesses. Although I can’t hon¬ 
estly say that trade has increased because of 
those shows, what I can say is that people are 


genuinely more concerned with the quality of 
food they consume. They want to know where 
their food has come from and how it has been 
handled en-route. Because of our reputation in 
being able to supply this information for our 
customers we have been able to survive in this 
extremely competitive market. 

Q Jamie Oliver's recent Channel 4 show Save Our Bacon 
aimed to encourage people to buy pork from struggling 
British farmers who had lost trade to foreign farmers, has J 
C Rook and Sons been affected by the foreign trade? 

A Not really. We have always stocked local 
pork and will always stock local pork. 
However, Kent has lost many pork farmers 
recently simply because they couldn’t compete 
with the foreign farmers and so we now have 
to buy pork from Sussex as well to keep up 
with demand. 

ft The country seems to be in a dilemma between buying 
^intensively reared or free range chicken, where does J C 
Rook and Sons stand on the issue? 

We do not stock the intensively farmed bat¬ 
tery chickens. We believe this is cruel and 
unnecessary, but I don’t think there is any 
dilemma for local people. People genuinely 
would love to be able to afford to eat organic 
free range chicken every day of the week, but 
many simply can’t afford to, so we stock the 
bam reared and the organic free range chick¬ 
en. What we do at Rook’s is offer the choice and 
then people can then make up their own mind. 


Q What are the benefits for people buying their meat from 
a butcher instead of a supermarket? 

A We are experts in meat, supermarkets are 
not. Our butchers can tell the customer 
what the best cuts are, what the most econom¬ 
ical cuts are and the cooking instmctions as 
well as what farm that particular piece of 
meat is from. Butchers provide food confi¬ 
dence, local food for local people with less food 
miles travelled. More local people employed, 
not only in the retail side but also production 
side, and do we really want to see high streets 
full of supermarkets. Use us or lose us has 
always been the motto. 


Q 


Tell us about the eco-friendly factors of the business? 


A We have been working in partnership with 
local land owners to enable us to produce 
some of our own beef on land near Fowlmead 
Country Park in Deal. This not only helps local 
farmers but also gives our customers confi¬ 
dence in the food they eat as well as reducing 
food miles travelled and carbon footprint. We 
are also proud to have 100 per cent biodegrad¬ 
able packaging and were (we believe) the first 
company in Kent to introduce a charge for 
plastic carrier bags. Any money raised in this 
way is donated to charity and our carrier bag 
consumption has reduced by over 60 per cent. 
We also recycle as much of our waste as possi¬ 
ble and have speed limiters on all our delivery 
vehicles.

Recycling projects 
given helping hand 

Countywide green schemes given share of £70,000

ELEVEN community proj¬ 
ects have been awarded a 
total of £70,000 to go 
towards developing eco- 
friendly schemes. 

The Kent Waste Partnership, which 
includes representatives from Kent 
County Council and the 12 district 
and borough councils in Kent, award¬ 
ed the funding on Thursday from its 
Community Waste Action Fund. Each 
of the projects will use the money to 
fund initiatives designed to encour¬ 
age recycling in their communities.

The West Kent Extra and West 
Kent YMCA group was awarded the 
largest amount of £25,000, which 
will go towards purchasing two new 
vehicles to expand the group’s exist¬ 
ing recycling furniture scheme. 

Landfill 

The smallest amount of £100 was 
presented to Milstead parish coun¬ 
cil, near Sittingboume, to purchase 
compost bins for local residents. 

Minster Community Centre on 


Sheppey, will get £8,000; Eythome 
parish council, in Dover, £6,000; and 
Pepenbury, a residential home for 
adults with learning difficulties in 
Tunbridge Wells, will receive £7,000, 
all to go towards supporting higher 
recycling rates and cutting food waste. 

Pepenbury fundraiser Nigel Hill 
said: “We live in the countryside and 
the last thing we want to see being 
built is a landfill, so we are going to 
recycle everything on site and hold 
events to get the community involved 
and hopefully encourage them to 
recycle everything they can as well.” 

Others Kent schemes to be award¬ 


ed funding include the Greenhithe 
Community Market Garden, with 
£7,642; the First Faversham Scout 
Group, £2,000, Faversham 
Assistance Centre, £5,000; Resopon 
in Thamsemead, £3,700; Skillnet, 
£2,600; and the Beat Project. £1,376. 

Initiatives 

The 11 projects were presented 
with cheques for the funding at 
County Hall in Maidstone on 
Thursday morning, by Kent County 
Council’s lead member for environ¬ 
ment Charles Hibberd and 
Sevenoaks district council’s cabinet 


member for the cleaner greener 
environment Avril Hunter. 

Cllr Hunter, who attended on 
behalf of the district and borough 
councils throughout Kent, said: 
“These projects know their commu¬ 
nities and know what their commu¬ 
nity needs and they are setting a 
fantastic example to others. 

“I have been so impressed by the 
quality of the initiatives the projects 
have come up with.” 

Cllr Hibberd added: “Each of the 
projects is run by volunteers and they 
should be applauded as are helping 
to preserve the future of our county” 


Industry left soured by our work-shy young 


DAIRY farmers say the industry in Kent 
is dwindling because young people are not 
prepared to get their hands dirty 

The number of farms producing milk, 
butter and cheese in the UK has fallen 
dramatically over the past 20 years and 
there are concerns the trend will never be 
reversed due to a lack of interest in entering 
the profession. 

Falling milk prices coupled with rising 
production costs have made it a difficult time 
to be a dairy farmer, although some in Kent 
say the industry still has a bright future as 
long as there are people willing to work in it. 

Romney Marsh farmer Steve Fumival said:

“There are guys who are retiring all the time, 
but the problem is the younger generation 
are not interested in the commitment of the 
job. They don’t want to get up early and work 
hard all day. 

Breeding 

“I think there are about 35 or 40 farms left 
in Kent, but that’s about half the number it 
was 20 years ago. The ones that are left tend 
to expand or become more efficient through 
better feeding or breeding techniques.” 


According to figures released this week by 
the Conservative Party, almost 15,000 farm¬ 
ers have quit the dairy industry since 1997 - 
the equivalent of 26 a week. 

South East MEP Richard Ashworth, who 
lives in Folkestone, was a dairy farmer 
between 1970 and 2001. 

He said: “The dairy industry does have a 
future in Kent and across the country 
because the demand for dairy products will 
always be high. 

“There will be ups and downs so there 
needs to be top-class production standards, 
and if there are then I think the future will 
be bright.”

duce a better product. I wish all the produc¬ 
ers success. Onwards and upwards.” 

Mr Phillips is no stranger to Kent, having 
been bom and bred in the Medway towns. At 
16 he moved to Broadstairs, where he 
attended catering college. 

Moving to London while still a teenager, he 
trained under the Roux brothers, becoming 
the youngest commis chef at Le Gavroche. 
He then became Marco Pierre White’s head 
chef for six years, in the process opening 
seven of his restaurants. 

In 2001 he decided to branch out on his 
own and heralded his return to Kent with 
the opening of Thackeray’s in Tunbridge 
Wells - an eatery whose reputation for fine- 
dining has spread across the county. Since 
then The Hengist in Aylesford has been 
added to his roster and, most recently, his 
latest venture - and the first to take his 
name - Richard Phillips at Chapel Down,

menu will be 25-40 per cent Kent produce, 
reaching anything up to 75 per cent during 
the peak summer months.

St Mary’s Primary, Whitstable, joined 
youngsters from other schools at the 
debate, chaired by KCC cabinet member 
for education, Cllr Mark Dance. 

Pupils researched and discussed four 
proposals, including levelling a forest to 
create 1,000 homes, keeping schools 
open throughout the year and building 
an underground train system. 

After each debate, children were asked 
to recommend their favourite proposal. 

Cllr Dance said: “The pupils gave well 
researched and persuasive arguments - 
I definitely saw politicians of the future.”

A WORLD record-breaking per¬ 
formance at the Royal Opera 
House in Covent Garden saw 
Canterbury pupils taking part in 
the biggest show ever staged at the 
legendary venue. 

Wincheap Primary pupils joined more than 
200 children from schools across the country, 
singing together in a unique, specially written 
show. Never before have so many children 
appeared together on stage in the West End. 
In comparison, the second highest number of 
child performers is Oliver!, which features a 
cast of 120 children. 

The performance was compered by national 
singing ambassador Howard Goodall in front 
of an audience of 2,000 parents, teachers and 
pupils. Seven Kent schools were involved in 
the project and they rehearsed together in 
school halls so the youngsters could get used to 
performing as part of a large group. 

The pupils and their teachers have been 
rehearsing with Royal Opera House staff since 


October. They were coached by professionals 
including director Karen Gillingham, assis¬ 
tant director Amy Lane, vocal coaches Suzi 
Zumpe, Ayozie Pollendine and Lea 
Comthwaite, pianists Jonathan Williams and 
James Longford and conductor Stuart 
Stratford. As the date of the show approached, 
March 14, pupils were taken to rehearse at the 
opera house itself, complete with props. 

This is the first time a new musical work has 
been commissioned for young voices and per¬ 
formed on the Royal Opera House main stage. 


The work forms part of an education project, 
Voices of the Future, which promotes the 
enjoyment of singing and invests in repertoire 
suitable for young singers. 

On the Rim of the World was composed by 
the Royal Opera House associate composer 
Orlando Gough, with lyrics by Jehane 
Markham. It was inspired by the themes of 
home, family life, sleep and dreams, and deals 
with the transition from childhood to adult¬ 
hood, portraying the adult world viewed 
through children’s eyes.

Don't go down my Wembley 
way in theatre souvenir sale 


ON Saturday the final crowds will 
gather at the Marlowe Theatre for 
the venue’s closing down sale. 

For theatre fans it will be a chance to own a 
bit of history as the fixtures and fittings are 
flogged to raise a few bob before the bulldozers 
roll in and knock it down. All of this ahead of 
its state-of-the-art replacement being built. 

You can even buy a little bit of the stage 
itself if you possess the money for such things. 

It’s not a new concept, just down the road at 
the St Lawrence cricket ground, Kent chiefs 
saw a chance to cash in when the old lime tree 
was blown down. By cutting it into splinters 
they made a small fortune. Clever. 

Which reminded me of when the old 
Wembley Stadium was closed. As part of the 
sell-off they cut up slices of the pitch. It meant 
you could actually own some of the hallowed 
turf yourself. What’s more, this was back in the 
early days of the internet. So you could buy 


without millions muscling in, in a Michael 
Jackson-ticket-frenzy sort of way. 

I snapped up a decent-sized chunk for about 
£30 from an auction site that wasn’t eBay - 
that’s how long ago it was in internet history. 
It came with stud marks and everything. I was 
prepared to ignore the fact the pitch was fre¬ 
quently replaced, and the piece I owned was 
probably only stood on by someone from Deal 
Town taking a throw in as they won the hotly 
contested last ever FA Vase final. 

So, I expect you’re keen to learn how I plant¬ 
ed it carefully. How I gave it pride of place, per¬ 
haps placing a small picket fence around it. Or, 
at the very least, marking clearly where it was 
positioned so that as my children grew up they 
could stand and admire a genuine piece of his¬ 
tory and coo appreciatively. 

That, of course, would have been a good idea. 
Instead I put the well-packaged slice of turf, in 
its pizza-style cardboard box, in the cupboard 
under the stairs. And there it sat for some 
weeks. Festering, forgotten by me. Dying. 


Perhaps not surprisingly, when, a few weeks 
later I remembered, the grass had turned a 
nasty - and rather unhealthy - looking shade 
of yellow. This was, if truth be told, now a 
square of dead grass and earth. I rushed out¬ 
side, with the laughter of my wife ringing in 
my ears, in a desperate bid to resuscitate it by 
digging it a patch in my garden. Nature is 
good, but it’s not a miracle worker. 

So rather than a penalty spot to be the envy 
of all, you simply have to take my word for the 
fact there is some, ahem, dirt from the old 
Wembley, somewhere in my garden. Even the 
shrub I planted it near has been moved, mean¬ 
ing I’m not even sure where the dirt lies now. 

A sorry tale which will make buying a piece 
of the Marlowe stage look like a brilliant 
worthwhile investment.

POPULAR comedian and 
actor Ricky Tomlinson 
brings his new Laughter 
Show to Kent this season. 

A sure-fire antidote to the credit 
crunch, the man behind larger-than- 
life characters Jim Royle and Mike 
Bassett will be presenting an 
evening of big laughs. Joining him for 
the show, which runs for more than 
two hours, will be three other acts 
ready to cheer audiences in these 
recession-hit times. 

Former Coronation Street and 
Emmerdale actor Tony Barton will 
be appearing, along with The 
Comedians star Eddie Archer and 
comedy rock band Black Onyx, which 
has performed in Rock With 
Laughter. 

Tomlinson, 69, is one of Liverpool’s 
best-known residents and has been a 
familiar figure on our television 
screens for nearly 30 years. But his 
early life was a world away from the 
glamour of the entertainment busi¬ 
ness, with a childhood marked by 
poverty. He was the son of a baker 
and his mother held down three jobs 
to help keep the family afloat. 

Early on he hoped to become a pro¬ 
fessional footballer, but turned down 
a trial at Scunthorpe United to focus 
on playing the banjo in Liverpool’s 
pubs and clubs. After getting married 
and moving to Wrexham, he found 
work in the construction industry 
and this would lead to his involve¬ 
ment with trade union politics. 

In 1972 he became involved with 
the builders’ strike, organising flying 
pickets and refusing to testify 
against his fellow strikers in court. 
Along with Des Warren, he was con¬ 
victed of conspiracy charges and sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison, but 
Tomlinson has always protested his 
innocence. He is still campaigning to 
clear his name and that of his fellow 
defendants. 

During his time in prison 
Tomlinson developed a love of classi¬ 
cal music and discovered socialist 
theory.

Owen's new best friend 
adds the feelgood factor

OWEN Wilson has made sure his 
latest movie is a real family affair. 

Not only do the Texan actor’s parents appear 
in new film Marley & Me, but his Australian 
cattle dog Garcia also makes his debut in the 
feelgood tale. 

The film, based on the best-selling memoir 
by journalist John Grogan, is all about family 
- and dogs. It follows John and Jenny Grogan 
through various stages of their life, from mar¬ 
riage and moving to Florida, to career promo¬ 
tion and childbirth. 

The one constant in their relationship is a 
labrador called Marley, who they describe as 
“the worst dog in the world”. 

He chews everything in sight, turns an obe¬ 
dience class into mayhem and howls like fury 
whenever there’s a thunderstorm. 

You’d think most actors would politely 
decline such a script, but perhaps Owen and 
his co-star Jennifer Aniston had never heard 
the old adage about never working with chil¬ 
dren or animals. 

“We grew up with dogs,” 40-year-old Owen 
explains. 

“My family’s first dog was a dalmatian 
named Nutmeg, but our main dog growing up 
was a chocolate-brown labrador called Blue. 
He could swim to the bottom of pools and 
retrieve golf balls, it was his special trick. He 
could hold his breath.” 

Marley ages 13 years in the film, so 22 
labradors were needed to play him. None of 
the dogs was trained to do anything other 
than normal dog behaviour - and the more 
badly they behaved the better. 

“Clyde was the main dog who played Marley 
and he was pretty consistent about misbehav¬ 
ing and doing bad stuff,” says Owen, with a

cheeky glint in his blue eyes. He also came to 
the premiere in Amsterdam. They said that 
was Clyde, but I’m not sure ...” 

Dressed in crisp blue shirt, black jacket and 
jeans, with neatly trimmed designer stubble, 
Owen looks the picture of health and happi¬ 


ness as he chats easily about the film. 

It’s hard to believe that just over 18 months 
ago he was suffering from depression and 
recovering in hospital after an alleged suicide 
attempt. He withdrew from Ben Stiller’s film 
Tropic Thunder and asked the media to 
respect his privacy. While questions about his 
health are off limits today, he’s happy to chat 
endlessly about Marley & Me. 

Owen says the film’s feelgood factor is 
responsible for its box office success when it 
was released in the US last year. 

“It’s funny and it also has some emotion to it, 
and when Jen and I both read the script we 
responded to the story. It wasn’t like an unbe¬ 
lievable, crazy situation. It was grounded in 
reality.”

YOU can get a guide book to 
Pompeii which overlays photo¬ 
graphs of the ruins with trans¬ 
parencies recreating how the place 
looked in Roman times. 

But you hardly need it when archaeologist 
Gillian Shepherd is your expert guide. 

Listen to her amid these magical ruins and 
streets are once again thronged with shop¬ 
keepers and senators, fast-food sellers and sol¬ 
diers, graffiti scribblers, prostitutes and 
errand boys, overburdened slaves and wealthy 
merchants borne aloft on sedan chairs. 

You can almost smell the stench as she 
describes how fullers used to collect the 
ammonia needed to bleach linen by having 
large pots where passing men could lift their 
togas and make a ‘donation’ of urine. 

And you can easily picture the worshippers 
in the temples, the beasts in the amphitheatre 
and convivial gatherings in the baths. 

All the vitality of this affluent little town in 
the Bay of Naples was snuffed out savagely 
one August afternoon in 79AD when Vesuvius 
erupted and buried it beneath volcanic ash. 

It lay hidden and largely forgotten until its 
rediscovery in the mid-18th century, and has 
slowly revealed its secrets in the years since. 

The sheer scale of the site - probably a mile 
from end to end - makes a guide essential. You 
can do your own exploration with books and 
audio equipment, or join a day tour, but our 
expert was provided by tour operator Andante. 

For Shepherd, a lecturer at Birmingham 
University, this is the perfect job. 

“Archaeology,” she explains, “combines lan¬ 
guages, art, science and history. I love the tiny 
details, especially domestic ones, which you 


can still relate to. At the same time, though, 
you can never quite know the whole story. 
There’s always something tantalising, always 
an element of mystery.” 

The town is undoubtedly the highlight of the 
week, with a full day devoted to it, but the tour 
tries to give a wider picture of the area and the 
era. The trip is called Pompeii, Herculaneum 
and Classical Campania. Andante believes its 
trips are best enjoyed in the company of like- 
minded travellers, so it’s a case of small groups 
and an emphasis on eating and drinking 
together. 

You don’t need vast amounts of prior knowl¬ 
edge, only interest and enthusiasm, though I 
did feel rather daunted when a reading list of 
30 titles arrived with my holiday details. 

However, the package also includes excellent 
field notes, distilling key facts into a few pages. 
For me, the all-embracing intensity made it 
memorable. My fellow guests, including a 
marine biologist, a lawyer and business people 
as well as teachers and academics, were con¬ 
genial. My learning curve, though steep, was 
hugely enjoyable. Other days featured visits to 


Vesuvius, Herculaneum and Pozzuoli, which 
has the 40,000 seater Puteoli amphitheatre, 
one of the best preserved in the world. 

In Naples, the spectacular National 
Archaeological Museum houses the beautiful 
statues and other artefacts collected from the 
sites, including extraordinary mosaics made 
from tesserae (tiles) so tiny that the effect is 
almost like a painting. Although less of 
Herculaneum has been excavated, some of it is 
better preserved. 

The 500-degree heat carbonised wood and 
other organic materials, and at the antiquari- 
um in nearby Boscoreale there are blackened 
but entirely recognisable foodstuffs such as 
nuts, seeds and a loaf of bread - as well as a 
dog and a pig. The curious counterpoint to 
these are the grey plastercasts in Pompeii 
where Giuseppe Fiorelli, one of the first prop¬ 
er archaeologists to go there in the 1800s, had 
the brainwave of pouring plaster into the 
spaces within the volcanic material caused by 
the decomposition of the bodies. 

The result is a poignant reminder that this 
was, above all, a human disaster.

Top tips for clearing out 
your clutter

Ms Rocca said most people are 
hoarders and storage space is at a 
premium for nearly everyone. But, 
more often than not, people aren’t 
maximising the potential space that 
goes unnoticed in the home. 

She said: “As your home will be 
much more comfortable and run far 
more efficiently if things are put 
away, why not try some of the follow¬ 
ing ideas to help?” 

These are her tips for a thorough 
spring clean: 

• Store toys in plastic colour-coded 
stackable boxes with lids to differen¬ 
tiate the types of toys inside; or you 
may decide to give each child their 
own personal box they’re responsible 
for to encourage them to tidy up 
after themselves. 

• By covering open shelves with 
roller blinds, using a fold-up screen 
or ceiling-hung fabric panels as room 
dividers, you’ll be able to hide some 
of that clutter and achieve more 
space.

BMW's reborn classic 


BMW’s fortunes were founded on 
the 3-Series of the 1980s. 

It was a beautifully understated car, styled 
by ruler and embellished by BMW’s trade¬ 
mark nose - twin headlamps flanking a 
slatted grille and the so-called ‘double kidney’ 
centre detail. Powerful versions of that car - 
the E30 in BMW-speak - could be a handful, 
largely due to a shortish wheelbase, but it 
looked good inside and out. 

Since then, BMW has chucked the ruler away 
in favour of whimsical curves and slashes; ‘nou¬ 
veau fans’ seem to like this styling of recent 
generation cars while traditionalists have 
either bought reluctantly or shopped elsewhere. 

But there is a spiritual successor to the orig¬ 
inal E30 two-door in particular - the 1-Series 
Coupe launched last year. 

Proportions are similar, even if the design is 
more new than old ‘Beemer’ with its wheels 
pushed to the extremities; it is rear-driven in 
the BMW tradition, but there is none of the 
tail twitchiness of its distant predecessor - if 
anything, it edges more towards understeer. 

This sporting nature does not come at the

despite using run-flat tyres to free the boot 
from packing a spare. 

It also boasts access to something the E30 
never had in the UK - some of the best diesel 
engine options in this class. 

The 120d (£21,385) is the entry model for the 
whole range as well as the diesels, yet powers 
the car to 62mph in just 7.6 seconds. 

Its 123d flagship sister, as tested here, does 
the job in 7.0 secs; all petrol versions better 
that, of course, but you are still getting a sport¬ 
ing BMW plus diesel economy and even our 
123d should average some 50mpg.

Ride property boom 
when the tide turns 

Heart of county will see rapid recovery, delegates told

More effort into saving 
energy pays dividends 

CASH-conscious businesses have by now 
found ways of reducing their electricity, 
gas and water costs by negotiating lower 
charges and moving to lower energy light¬ 
ing. 

But these savings will 
soon be eaten up by fur¬ 
ther increases in prices 
and carbon taxes says 
Martyn Young, pictured 
right, who runs Blean- 
based Atlantic Business 
Resources. 

“A cost-effective solution is to educate 
your staff into minimising usage,” he said. 

“A good way to start is to appoint an 
‘energy champion’ with responsibility for 
reducing usage. With weekly meter read¬ 
ings, usage can be charted on the wall. 

“By engaging staff in this way you are 
ensuring continuity of effort, rather than 
one-off training which often gets forgotten. 
Employee involvement can easily reduce 
utility costs by ten per cent. 

“For higher usage businesses there are 
energy monitoring and control systems 
which will take readings eveiy 30 minutes 
and provide information. 

“These cost from about £3,500 upwards, 
but can easily pay back within one to two 
years of savings. There are interest-free 
loans available through the Carbon Trust, 
and they also attract 100 per cent capital 
allowances.” 

Free start-up seminar 

PEOPLE thinking of working for them¬ 
selves are being offered a free training 
seminar on how to survive and thrive in 
the recession. 

Called Let’s Talk Starting In Business, it 
will be at Barclays business centre in 
North Street, Ashford, on Friday.

PROPERTY prices in central Kent 
will boom again once the economy 
starts moving out of recession. 

The message was clear from county-based 
industry expert John Elliott at a workshop on 
this year’s outlook for property in the Weald 
and west Kent. 

Mr Elliott, managing director of Millwood 
Designer Homes, based in Tonbridge, said 
although current trading remained tough, 
“stock was beginning to move and individuals 
could obtain mortgage finance, although on 
more stringent terms”. 

He told delegates at the meeting, run by 
local law firm Thomson Snell & Passmore, 
that once the turning point in the general 
economy comes the recovery in the property 
market would be “rapid”. 

“As developers would be unlikely to get their 
existing ‘mothballed’ sites on line quickly 
enough to satisfy demand, prices would rise 
again as fewer sites came on to the market to 
satisfy need.” 

Simon Richardson, of the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda), said 
the outlook was mixed. 

He added that surveys showed businesses in 
Kent were less pessimistic about the future 
than their counterparts in the rest of the 
South East. 

However, he said, the numbers of residents 
employed in the financial services sector 
meant the Weald and west Kent area was like¬ 
ly to be more vulnerable to the effects of the 
credit crunch than other parts of the county. 

A discussion group on regeneration and 
renewal concluded the area was held back by 


factors such as poor road transport links and 
higher priority for investment given to other 
areas such as Thanet or the Thames Gateway. 

Another group discussing rural and agricul¬ 
tural issues said the rural community had 
been sustained over a number of years by 
diversification into other activities. 

However, farmers were often prevented from 
diversifying due to complicated planning rules 
and regulations and, more recently, restricted 
finance. 

Demand among farmers to develop their 
businesses was not matched by political will. 

Regarding rental property, it was concluded 


that in the current market landlords must be 
prepared to offer more flexible terms to attract 
and retain tenants and keep up their income, 
including break clauses and rent-free periods. 

In the meantime, developers who had 
options over potential sites were not exercising 
them because funding was not generally avail¬ 
able for residential development unless sites 
were wholly pre-let. 

So the conclusion was that the Weald and 
west Kent area is in a good position to take 
advantage of the upturn when it comes, and 
what was needed were effective council-led 
initiatives and a stronger infrastructure.

KENT have no immediate plans to replace 
incoming overseas fast bowler Stuart Clark 
when his six-week contract ends in June. 

The county announced the signing of the 
Australian at the club’s AGM this week for 
the first six weeks of the summer. 

However, as a result of the delay to the £10 
million redevelopment of St Lawrence and 
the county’s disappointing financial results, 
the club will wait until June before deciding 
whether a new overseas player is to replace 
Clark for the second half of the season. 

Kent were criticised for signing the 
Australian in an Ashes year, with the ECB’s 


managing director Hugh Morris, selector 
Geoff Miller and skipper Andrew Strauss all 
vociferous in condemnation. Strauss 
described the signing as “short-sighted” but 
chief executive Paul Millman pointed 
towards the potential loss of Amjad Khan to 
England and the fact three other Kent play¬ 
ers are on the cusp of international honours. 

He told Yourcanterbury: “We can’t be 
accused of not supporting England, we have 
Amjad Khan in the England squad, Robbie 


Joseph, Rob Key and Joe Denly - four in con¬ 
tention for England honours and that’s as 
many if not more than any other county.” 

Millman cited the case of Steve Waugh in 
Kent’s defence: “Seven or eight years ago we 
had Steve Waugh for a month and that 
attracted a certain amount of soul searching 
at the time, but at the end of that month there 
was nobody in Kent saying it was a bad thing. 

“I don’t think Steve Waugh’s month at 
Kent made a blind bit of difference to the 
Ashes and I don’t think Stuart Clark’s six 
weeks here will either.”

Kent duo bowled over after 
becoming world champions

KENT and England captain 
Charlotte Edwards admits it’s going 
to take time for it to finally sink in 
that her side are world champions. 

The 29-year-old had previously lost in three 
World Cup semi-finals, but in the early hours of 
Sunday morning, Edwards lifted the trophy to 
cap off an amazing 12-months in which the 
England women’s team won the Ashes in 
Australia and Edwards herself was named ICC 
Women’s Player of the Year. 

In a tense final in New South Wales, England 
bowled New Zealand out for 166 thanks to Nicky 
Shaw claiming figures of four for 34 having been 
drafted in on the day of the game to replace the 
injured Jenny Gunn. At one stage England were 
cmising, but lost five wickets for 40 runs to slip to 
149 for six, including Edwards for ten and Kent 
team-mate Lydia Greenway who made eight. 

Shaw and spinner Holly Colvin came together 
at the end to see them over the line to win by four 
wickets. 

A delighted Edwards said: “It’s great having the 
trophy but I think it will take a couple of days to 
sink in. 

“I’m not too sure what I am feeling at the 
moment but I am just so happy we got over the 
line in the end. We are world champions - it’s just 
believing it now. 

“We made really hard work of it, but it doesn’t 
matter how you win as long as you win. The girls 
have worked really hard. 

“I was biting my fingernails at the end because 
I didn’t want us to mess it up. We had done so well 
in the field, we bowled and fielded well, so to let it 
slip stupidly would have been disastrous.” 

The World Cup is just the start of a big year for 
Edwards and her side as they look to continue 
promoting the women’s game in England. The 
Kent and England skipper will lead her side out 
in the inaugural ICC Women’s World Twenty20, 
which if England make the final, is to be played 
before the men’s Twenty20 final at Lord’s later 
this summer. 

The England side also take on Australia looking 
to make it three Ashes wins in a row, but for now 
Edwards is savouring the moment of having led a 
side to the top of the women’s game. 

She said: “My brother said to me three months 
ago that we would win it and I have done it. 

“If I really put my mind to something it normal¬ 
ly happens, but it would not happen if I didn’t 
have such a great bunch of people around me. 

They have done fantastically well and it’s great to

MEL Clewlow will continue to be 
available for international selec¬ 
tion despite being excluded from 
the latest funding squad. 

The Canterbury ladies defender is Great 
Britain’s most experienced player, passing 250 
international caps at the Beijing Olympics last 
summer. The 32-year-old considered her inter¬ 
national future last autumn before deciding 
she wanted to carry on, although she stopped 
short of being able to guarantee her fitness as 
far ahead as the London Olympics. 

The chances of Clewlow adding to her record 
number of appearances have now receded 
after she was left out of the 32-strong squad to 
get central funding. Although two months 
have passed since finding out the news from 
coach Danny Kerry, the decision still rankles. 

“I’m annoyed, frustrated, angry - you name 
it, it’s been an emotional rollercoaster,” she 
told Yourcanterbury. “I don’t agree with the 
reasons I was given but I can’t do anything 
about it, it’s the coach’s call. 

“I could take the option to say ‘that’s it, I’m 
retiring’ and be bitter and twisted about my 
whole career but that shuts the door complete¬ 
ly. The hardest thing is it’s taken away the 
opportunity for me to help the younger players, 
which is why I don’t understand the decision.” 


Kerry, who coached Canterbury ladies before 
taking over the national job four years ago, 
said he understood the reaction but his priori¬ 
ty was building a squad for London 2012. 

He said: “It’s come as a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment for Mel, as it would for any player. That’s 
really me looking to London in particular. 


“It’s not a pleasant part of the job but I have 
to make tough decisions with players who 
want to carry on but will probably not be OK 
to play in London. If it transpires the players 
we’ve put in the current group aren’t going to 
deliver then there is an opportunity. I’ve made 
it clear to Mel that it is unlikely.”
